Thf following proposition to amend 


the State Constitution, adopted at the 
list session of tbe Genera] Assembly, 
will be submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple in November next : 


Reidwd by the Senate of the State of 


Illinois, the Haute of Repreientatives 
concurring therein, That there shall be 
submitted 
to 
the 
voters 
of 


this State, at the next election for mem- 
bers of the General Ajaembly,* propo- 
sition to amend the eighth section of 
the teeth artiele o! the constitution of 
thi»:8t*te, that the same may read as 
follows : 


"Ia each country there shall be elec- 


ted the following county officers at the 
geaeml election to beleld on the Tues- 
day after th» irst Monday ia Novem- 
ber, A/ 0., 1882, a County Judge, 
County Clerk, Sheriff and Treasurer, 
and at the election to be held on the 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, A. D., 1884, a Coroner and 
Clerk of the Circuit Court (who may be 
ex-offioio Recorder of Deeds, exeept in 
oounties having 60,000 and more inhab- 
itants, .in which County Recorder of 
Deeds shall be elected at the general 
election in 1884). Each of said offi- 
cers shall enter upon the duties of his 
office, respectively, on the first Monday 
of December, after his election, and 
until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 
Provided, that no person 


having once been elected to the office 
of Sheriff or Treasurer shall be eligible 
to re-election to said office for four 
years after the expiration of the term 
for which he shall have been elected." 


The effect of this amendment will-be 


to make the terms of all county officers 
four years, thereby extending the tenure 
of the Treasurer, Sheriff and Coroner 
two years beyond that allowed under 
the present constitution. Another fea- 
ture is the division of county office: a 
into two classes, who are elected at al- 
ternate periods of two years— the first 
class consisting 
of County Judge-, 


County Clerk and Treasurer, and the 
second of Coroner and Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, with a Recorder of Deeds 
in counties having a population of CO,- 
000 or over. The Sheriff and Treas- 
urer are also made ineligible to re elec- 
tion. 


A point which seems so far to have 


escaped the attention of those who 
have commented upon this amendment 
is the faot tbat ii makes no mention of 
the office of County Surveyor, which 
its adoption will have the effect to abol- 
ish. 
This is a point which should be 


taken into consideration in voting for 
and against the proposed amendment, 
as its adoption will compel a revision of 
Chapter 133 [entitled Surveyors and

ImoMliine of yesterday was chron- 


ieM tbe fact «f the daring robbery ol the 
port office at Moaweqna, 16 miles south of 
Decatnr, on the Illinois Central road, 
which took place on Thursday at about 
midnight. The robbers, besides blowing 
open the post office safe and making off 
with $180 in cash and $300 in postage 
stamps, previously effected an entrance 
to Gregory & Combs' general store, where 
they got nine revolvers, each worth about 
15. W M. Smith, a leading citizen of 
Moawequa, gave us a call thin morning, 
»ec«p«iedby James Freeman, and re- 
lated the Storing interesting particulars 
of the chalPif ter the robbers, and the 
final capture and recovery of the stolen 
property. The robbery was not discov- 
ered n.til about sis o'clock on Friday 
morning, and when the fact became gen- 
erally known, a Po8se of citizens started 
butii every direction insearchofthebold 
perpetrators of the daring deed. About 
half a mile south of the town in the tim- 
ber the vigilants found two tramps, one 
sitting on a pile of rails and another 
standing some distance off. The parlicu- 
lars of the robbery were stated to the two 
men. but they stoutly denied all guilt in 
the matter, and insisted that they should 
not be molested. The man on the rai 
pile said he was a watch tinker. Hewa 
Uken in custody, but the other man 
showed fight and fired at one of the citi 
zens who returned the fire with a sho 
eun, the only weapon in the party of pur 
suersatthetime. The tramp ran and 
Kotaway. Later tke crowd of searching 
citizens was considerably augmented, and 
the country was scoured forrniles around 
It was learned that two strange men had 
been seen going eastward, and the 300 
citizens on foot and astride of horses, 
each man well armed, started m hot pur- 
suit. The chaso was kept up to within 
two miles ot Dalton, in Moultrie county, 
15 miles east of Moawequa, when things 
got down to a fine point. The citizens 
scoured the country with cocked revol- 
vers and guns, determined to capture the 
fleeing robbers at all hazards. The rob- 
bers were chased up a road for a consid- 
erable distance when they broke through 
a hedge fence, and while crossing a fic.d 
on their way to a stable one of the men 
dropped a satchel, which on f Ration 
was found to contain the stolen $300 in 
postage stamps, and burglars' tools, con- 
aistingof fuses, bits, punches and dn.ls, 
and seven revolvers. Then the citizens 
knew they were on the right track, and 
the chase grew more exciting than be- 
fore. In the meantime the robbers had 
broken open the stable and made off with 
two horses, tearing over the fields hotly 
pursued by the citizens. On the way, the 
robbers having exhausted the horses they 
were riding, exchanged them for two oth- 
ers ridden by two boys whom lhe> met in 
a by road. But the citizens were after 
them and when close enough S. E. Smith 
leveled his rifle and sent a slug into the 
head of one of the robbers, who from 
weakness and pain was compelled to get 
off his horse, throw up his handa aud sur- 
render uaconditionally. 
But the oilier 


robber was wound up for all day, and he 
tried his level best to Ret away. He soon 
realized that he would have to get off lua 
horse if he would suceed, and did BO. 
Soon after ibe pursers lost sight of him. 
They saw where he had entered a small 
creek, and spent two hours in trying to 
ascertain where he came out. They were 
abeut to give up the search when one ot 
the citizens, scanning the creek, happen- 
ed to discover the head of the robber 
above the water, near the bank, with his 
body hidden from view. The alarm was 
given, and with a score or moie of rifles, 
shot guns and revolvers pointed at him, 
the robber crawled out of the water, 
held up his hands and surrendered, as 
did hispard. The captured man stated that 
he had been in the water for two hours, 
and had hoped to escape finally. His 
pocket bwk contained $100 of the money 
stolen from the post office, $100 of which 
had been placed in the safe some days ago 
as the private funds of W M. Smith, our 
informant. He also had on his peison 
one revolver, and he said he had thrown 
two others in the creek. The captured 
burglars and their booty were taken to 
Moawequa, and locked up ia an elevator 
building, which was guarded last night by 
an armed force of ten men. During the 
day another tramp was taken in custody 
and on his person was found $20 in cash, 
which it is supposed is the balance of the 
stolen money. The excitement at Moa- 
wequa over the affair is still great. There 
ia no doubt whatever as to the guilt of 
two of the men in custody, and the watch 
tinker and the other man will have to get 
someoae todo some tall swearing for them 
if they get free. It is thought that there 
were six men in the gang, and the sup- 
position is that these are the men who 
made an attempt to rob the post office at 
Macon on Wednesday night, and after- 
wards set fire to Lewi* & Harbert's eleva- 
tor at that town in order that they might 
escape. The prisoners in custody will 
be dealt with according to law, and right 
speedily. The robber who was shot is 
not fatally injured.
